FIVE STATES ARE 
SWEPT BY TORNADO 


ILLINOIS, WISCONSIN, MISSOURI, 
tNDIANA AND GEORGIA HIT 
HARD BY STORM. 


SCORES KILLED, HUNDREDS HURT 


Property Damage Runs IAto Millions 
—Michigan Also Affected—Phone 
and Telegraph Service Crippied. 


Detrojt.—Five stytes were hard hit 


ky tornadoes Sunday night. Hlinois, 
Indiana, Wisconsin, Missouri and 
Georgia report scores of lives jost, 


hundreds of people hurt and millions 
of dollars damage. 

Michigan was also slightly hit, 
Throughout the southern part of the 
state a viritible cloudburst of rain hag 
swollen streams to a flood stage. 

Considerable damage by wind is re- 
ported from several points. ‘The most 
serious damage in the state was the 
demoralization of telephone and tele- 
graph lines. 

According to best reports, the siorm 
first struck the southeastern portion 
of the state. Sweeping along, it left 
7% per cent of the state’s telephone 
and telegraph lines out of commission, 
lemergency repair crews were dis- 
patched Sunday night from Detroit 
and other points. 

At Grand Rapids, in the afternoon, 


trees, telephone poles and signboards | 


were uprooted bringing street traffic 
to a standstill. Part of the roof was 
biown from the Division avenue 
branch of the City Trust and Savings 
bank, and carried into the street be- 
luw. 

Summer homes at Fine lake, a re- 
sort 10 miles northeast of Battle 
Crtek suffered damages estimated at 
$75,000. In addition, the E, A. Turner 
resort, known to motorists through- 
out southern Michigan, was greatly 
damaged, 

In Battle Creek trees and telephone 
roles. were laid low, and a garage was 
demolished, The rain there was a 
vertable cloudburst, reports indicated. 
Yelephonic communication with rural 
districts from this point had been 
destroyed, 

The greatest loss of life and the 
worst property damages were caused 
in the suburbs of Chicago, according 
to late reports. Elgin. Joliet and Mel- 
reve Park were Ai the direct path of 
the tornado. 

The fury of the tornado was fel! 
chiefly at Elgin and Melrose Park, a 
Chicago suburb. Eight were killed 
and more thin 100 iniured at the 
former city, 36 miles west of Chicago 
and the prorerty loss there was esti- 
mated at $4,000,060, 

While northeastern Illinois sus- 
tained the principal damage the tor- 
nado, in its freakish career, swept 
several Indiana towns, near Fort 
Wayne, resulung in three deaths, 
cuused the death of one man and the 
injury of several persons in St. Louis. 

Edgerton, Ind., 18 miles from Fort 
Wayne, was reported hard bit. Three 
persons were reported killed at Zulu, 
Ind., near Fort Wayne, while several 
were said to have been injured at 
Ossian. 

Military law was declared in several 
of the deyostated towns in order to 
prevent looting of ruined buildings, 


BOLSHEVEKI THREATEN POLAND 


Powerful Soviet War Machine Pounds 
At Gates to Corsinental Europe. 


London.—A military campaign of 
Napoleonic magiitude has been 
Inunched by the powerful Bolshevik 
war machine to smash the barriers be- 
tween Russia and Continental Europe, 
according to news dispatches from 
Berlin and the East. 

A gigantic offensive against Poland 
is in full swing. The Russian war of- 
fice is reported to be massing a great 
army north of the Rumanian frontier 
to b.ast a path through the old Austro- 
Hunsurlan nation to the gates of Italy, 
where the Russians hope to.create an 
Italian soviet. 

It is estimated that about 1,000,000 
soldiers are locked in battle grips 
over a front of 200 miles on the east- 
ern frontier of Poland and the big 
guns are thundering in territory that 
has seen comparative peace since Rus- 
sia withdrew from the world war. 

Unconfirmed reports received here 
indicated that the Russians are ad- 
yane ng westward at great speed. It 
was reported from Berlin that Vilna 
has been captured from the Poles, 
which, if true, would mean a Russian 
gain of 100 to 116 miles in 6 days. 

Russian army officials in Germany 
conferring with the German Commun- 
ists are quoted by the Berliner Tage- 
blatt as boasting that the Russian 
Army “will break through Poland and 
will be at the gates of Berlin by July 
1"

Port Huron—Mre. Elizabeth Grant, 
aged 56, wag burned to death when 
ner clothing caught fire while clean- 
ing a coal stove. 

Grand fRapidse—Peter Pos'huma, 
who, shieding himselt from the driv- 
(ng rain with an umbrella, walked in- 
to the path of an automobile. His 
skull was fractured. 

Mt, Clemens—'lhe Rapid Railway 
announces it has ordered 10 truins of 
the car-traller type, to be put in ser- 
vice this year between Detroit and 
Port Huron, via Mt, Clemens. 

Saginaw—Seven-year-old Rosa Tebo 
was fatally burned when her clothing 
caught fire from newspapers she and 
two younger children had piled about 
the base of a hot stove in their home. 

Whitehall—When a huge drift along 
the Pere Marquette right-of-way 
melted the villagers found crates of 
eges and boxes of canned goods, be- 
Heved buried in the snow during a 
train wreck in a bilzzard. 

Detroit-—-Champagne valued at $12,- 
00 was stolen from the home of 
Stanley Zbudowski, 2030 East Grand 
boulevard. The 30 cases, containing 
20 bottles each, were carried a block 
away and loaded ou a truck. 

Grand Rapids—Rudolph A. Wellen- 
stein, 76, noted pianist and composer, 
is dead. He won considerable notoric- 
ty as a resuit of his hobby of smok- 
ing cigars. He claimed to have swok. 
ed 145,635 cigars in the last 67 years. 

Ann Arbor—Impaled on the handle 
of a plechfork, left sticking in the 
ground, when he fell from a hay stack, 
Gottfried Schwab, 41, received fatal 
injuries. The handle of the pitchfork 
plerced his abdomen and he died 
sbortly afterward. 

Ann Arbor—Ray Ross, 25, a veteran. 
of the Argonne, Verdun and St 
Mihiel battles in France, was almost 
instantly killed when a pole being 
used in structural iron erection fell, 
striking him in the base of the skull 
and causing a fracture. 

Detroit—A United States mail truck 
containing 80 packages of registered 
parcel post was stolen from in front 
of the David Whitney building, Wood- 
ward avenue. Postal officials place a 
value of $3,900 on the stolen packages. 
The theft ig the sixth of its kind in 
Detroit in seven weeks. : 

Jonesville—A dwelling older than 
the state of Michigan has just been 
razed here, It wags built on land taken 
from the Government in 1829, a year 
after Beniah Jones, Jonesville’s first 
settler, built his rude cabin. For gen- 
erations the house hag been known 
as the Matthews house. 

Detroit--Headquarters for the Com. 
mittee of Forty-eight has been estab- 
lished {n Detroit and a campaign 
started to organize Michigan with a 
view to developing a new liberal pol- 
iucal party to oppose the two old 
parties and to support candidates to 
be named by a national convention in 
July. 

Detroit—When the 200° alleged 
“reds,” being held by the immigration 
authorities at Fort Wayne, attempted 
to overpower their guards, Thomas 
Zuba, one of the prisoners, was shot in 
the leg and several others received 
minor injuries. There were only four 
guards on duty at the time, but mili- 
tary reinforcements succeeded in 
quieting the prisoners. 

Detroit—Wearing a 30-pound ball 
on his ankle, William Marsden sawed 
his way out of the Detroit house of 
correction. In spite of nis burden 
Marsden succeeded in climbing 
through a cell window after sawing 
the bars, crossing a cell block unde- 
tected and finally sawing through bars 
of a second window, from which he 
escaped to the street. Marsden has 
been serving a two-year sentence re- 
cently imposed for an automobile 
theft. 

Lansing—Michigan grew 35.1 per 
cent of all the beans raised ‘in the 
United States jn 1919; 15.3 per cent 
of the rye, 9.2 of cloverseed, 8 per 
cent of potatoes, and smaller per- 
centages of corn, hay, barley, buck- 
wheat, apples, pears and winter wheat, 
although the state represents only 
1.98 per cent of the land area accord- 
ing to announcement just made by 
Verne H. Church, field agent of the 
Michigan Co-operative crop reporting 
bureau. 

Grand Raplids-—Judge Willis B. Per 
kins in Circuit Court has ruled that a 
man and his wife are one when con- 
sidered as jurors. A jury for a will 
contest was being selected, Mrs. Peter 
Long being one of the jury allowed to 
sit, All the other talesmen were ex- 
cused when a- special venire was 
called, including Peter Long. Both 
sides passed him, but Judge Perkins 
ruled that a man and wife could not 
sit on the same jury; that in the light 
of the law they were one. 

Flint—Indication that the robbers 
who held up the north-end branch of 
Industria] Savings bank used a bright- 
ly-painted automobile merely to throw 
pursuers off the trail was found by 
police in the discovery of the bandits’ 
car on a side street in the outskirts 
of the city. In it was a satchel in 
which ‘the money was taken from the 
bank. It is now belleved a second 
automobile was stationed there and 
was used by the robbers to make 
their escape toward Detroit or Toledo, 
after pursuit had been directed toward 
Saginaw.

If the Ebert omizsarieg are un- 
able to negotiate peace in the present 
parleys, tt waa sald, the Allies will 
grant full permission to send ag many 
troops into the district as President 
Ebert wishes. 

Several French military and eco- 
nomic experts have gone to the Rhine 
to follow developments in the Com- 
munist revolution, These men say 
Germany faces a critical situation un- 
less she can quell the Reds imme 
diately,

BRITISH SEIZE ARMS SHIPMENT 


Reported That Another Uprising in 
Ireland Had Been Planned, 


London.—British autborities have 
seized a vessel] which has arrived at 
Grangemouth, Scotland, loaded with 
arms and ammunition. It was report- 
ed that the shipment contained light 
artillery rifles of German manufac- 
ture. 

he shipments were ultimately des- 
tined for Dublin, according to the au- 
thorities. 

According to offictals the chips orig- 
inally planned to come to Lendon, but 
were diverted to Grangemouth, when 
it was feared authoritias had got wind 
of their cargoes. 

The shipments, it 
were to have been trans-shipped to 
Tubiin and Clyde. 

All of the arms aboard the vessel 
were hidden in packing cases. 

This seizure is significant when 
taken in connection with revelation 
that the British authorities had un- 
covered an alleged revolutionary pilot 
in which an attempt was to be made 
on April 5 to seize several alties, in- 
cluding Liverpool, Manchester, Dub- 
Mn, Glasgow and others. The dispatch 
said that members of the Sinn Fein, 
Englsh agitators and certain German 
parties were implicated in the plot. 


SUGAR BEET WAR THREATENS 


Growers Demand More Money Or No 
Beets WII} Be Grown. 


Owosao, Mich.—Uniless the contro- 
versy between the sugar beet growers 
agd manufacturers in Michigan is 
settied within 20 days, no beets can 
be grown, according to C. E. Acker- 
man, of Durand, manager of the Michi. 
gan Growers’ association. 

The growers are demanding a con- 
ference with the manufacturers in an 
effort to get a more profitable con- 
tract. Hundreds of growers about the 
state have returned thetr contracts to 
the companies and say they will not 
gTow beotes unless more money is paid. 

Ackerman saya the growers’ asso- 
clation now has 9,000 members, divid- 
ed into 100 locals. The absociation is 
to be incorporated.

) Paul Dukes, 8 Russian who lived ten |- 


mpnths under soviet rule; served in 
the red army, and then escaped to 
England,‘ writes of his experiences in 
the Lonilon Illustrated News. That 
portion of Mr. Dukes’ re¢ital having 
to do with living conditions under the 
new order of things is particularly in- 
teresting. He says: 

“Both my companion and I were ‘at- 
tached’ to a communal dining room at 
the other end of the Nevsky Prospect, 
which meant that a stamp was put on 
our dinner cards saying that was the 
aining room we could take our dinner 
at. 

“As we walked down the street we 
passed the lines of wretched people 
standing patiently at the edge of the 
pavements, disposing of all sorts of 


‘wares, or food of which they had pos- 


sessed themselves by ‘speculation’ or 
by gojng on foraging excursions into 
the country. Some of these people 
make large sums of money by what is 
really speculation; but most are sell- 
ing off their last possessions in the 
effort to scrape together sufficient to 
buy food for themselves and their 
families. Either they are unable to 
find any paid occupation, or else they 
come out here in the intervals of 
work. Most of them are women, large- 
ly of the educated class; but one finds 
also ali surts and conditions of men, 
peasants, servant girls and = street 
urchins. Old clothing, crockery, toys, 
knickknacks, clocks, books, pencils, 
pens, pictures, pots, pans, pails and 
postcards, the entire paraphernalia of 
antiquarian and secohd-hand dealers’ 
ghops, are turned out into the street, 
and disposed of at prices a hundred 
times higher than the same articles 
would have cost new two years 4go. 

“But it is time we hurried into our 
communal dining room, or there will 
be nothing left, We line up in the 
cue, pay our six rubles, and pass along 
to the coynter where the dinners are 
being served, Here we receive a howl 
of soup and a plate of gruel, which 
we carry to our table. 

“There is not much to tell about the 
éating of our dinner, which took much 
less time than it does to read about 
it, We fetched out our spoons and 
forks, which are not supplied at the 
dining room, and fell to. The soup 
consisted of half a herring in boiling 
water. The herring was not scraped 
or cleaned, but put into the soup, 
head, bones, scales and all. I had a 
tall end, my companion had a head. 
But the dinner was a good one, we 
thought, because we got gruel, which 
is a rare luxury. After we had picked 
the chaff out, about two tablespoon- 
fuls were left. 

“Complaints are always being made 
even in the Bolshevik (the only) press 
about the filthy and unhygienic state 
of these communal dining rooms. But 
nothing seems ever to be done to im- 
prove them. The dirty rooms look as 
if they had not been swept for months, 
The ingredients are put into the soup 
unscraped and ungleaned. The dishes 
look as though they were never 
washed. But cleanliness is necesearily 
a secondary consideration. ‘The main 
thing is to get something to eat. The 
dinner is the only meal served” 

“In crowded towns of central Rus- 
sia the system of ‘compression’ also 
prevails, which consists in the com- 
pulsory thrusting upon middle-class 
tenants of members of the proletaria. 
Middle-class flat owners have in many 
cases been evicted altogether from 
thefr flats, which are handed over 
mainly to members of the Communist 
party. You can find lots of flats where 
the owners and their families are 
cooped up in the kitchen, and perhaps 
one other room, while the rest of the 
rooms are occupied by Communist 
workmen or—in Petrograd-- saijors, 
Of courss, the incomers are given the 
right to choose which rooms shall be 
at their disposal, and, furniture being 
declared communal! property, the own- 
ers have to shift with whatever is left 
them in the kitchen. 

“Few mothers are able to davote 
their former attention to domestic 
duties, Life being so exorbitantly ex- 
pensive as the result of the attempts 
to suppress private trading (upon 
which every one !s nevertheless forced 
to rely for provisioning), mothers also 
are compelled to work, generally in 
some Government ingtitution, in order 
to increase the family income by even 
the miserable pittance usually paid to 
women. The standard of pay for wo- 
men in sedentary occupations is con- 
siderably below that of the working: 
men, 

“Children under 14 are fed at the ex- 
pense of the state, but the cost still 
fatle on the adult population, for the 
expense can only be met by a further 
output of paper money: This in ita 
turn implies still greater irregularity 
in payment of salaries, and also ad- 
ditiona] increase in prices all ‘round.”

TO ALLAY PAIN OF STINGS 


Use of Ammonia to Be Avoided in 
the Case of an Attack by an 
Irate Wasp. 

Ammonia promptly applied when a 
bee stings you prevents serious con- 
sequences and alluys pain, It has gen- 
erally been supposed that this was 
true also of wasp stings; but Edward 
It. Speyer, an Oxford university spe- 
ciulist, points out in a letter to the 
London Times that the application af 
sinmmonia or any other alkali to a 
wusp sting mukes it worse, 

The reason is that the poison of a 
hee's sting is acid; that of a wasp's 
sting {s alkaline. Hence alkalies, Ifke 
anmiamonia, neutralize the acid of the 
hee'’s sting, hut aggravate the toxic 
effects of the wasp's alkaline sting. 

The best thing to apply to a wasp’s 
sting is vinegar. being the nearest 
acid in domestic service, Onion Juice, 
lemon juice, or afhy other handy acid 
will do as well. 

The Lancet says these facts ought 
to be widely known, “for not uncom- 
tionly the sting proves to be not a 
simple puncture but the beginning of 
& toxic process sometimes fatal. A 
Wasp sting on the moist mucosa, as 
in the mouth, Invarinbly leads to seri- 
ous inflammation, with most distress- 
‘ug results. If the simple gargling or 
wishing of the attacked spot with an 
wicid fluid In such a case keeps down 
‘the swelling lives may well be saved.”
